Bonneville  Track 
Could  Be  Doomed 

BONNEVILLE  SALT  FLATS, 
Utah  (UPD— Officials  of  Bonne- 
ville Speedway  Associatiw  and  en- 
gineers will  tour  the  salt  flats 
Thursday  to  determine  whether 
the  famed  automobile  racing 
course  is  doomed. 

They  are  worried  about  a quick- 
spreading gray  area  west  of  the 
racing  course  and  whether  the  dis- 
coloration is  being  caused  by  a 
leaching  out  of  salt. 

The  inspection  group  will  include 
William  D.  Backman,  secretary- 
treasurer  of  the  speedway  group 
and  H'.rry  Wilbert,  board  member 
and  District  Two  engineer  for  the 
State  Road  Commission. 

World  land  speed  king  Craig 
Breedlove  and  former  record  hold- 
er Art  Arfons  have  been  asked  to 
write  letters  to  Gov.  Calvin  L. 
Rampton  seeking  legislative  and 
governmental  action  to  save  the 
racing  course  where  they  have 
won  fame. 

Backman  said  state  funds  will 
be  sought  for  a “more  thorough 
study  and  corrective ' action"  if 
Thursday’s  survey  indicates  a de- 
finite leaching  out  of  salt  from  the 
world-famous  track. 

Detailed  studies  of  the  salt  thidc- 
ness  were  made  in  1960,  shortly  be- 
fore a 25-mile  brine  canal  was  con- 
structed in  the  area  by  Bonneville 
Ltd.,  a potash  manufacturing  divi- 
sion of  Kaiser  Chemical  Co. 

The  brine  canal  parallels  about 
three  miles  of  the  straightaway 
course,  site  of  countless  world  land 
speed  record  runs,  and  almost 
touches  the  10-miIe  circle  route 
used  for  endurance  runs.

UFO  Sighted 
Near  Vernal 

VERNAL,  Utah  (UPI)-An  uni- 
dentified flying  object  “about  the 
size  of  a small  house”  has  been 
sighted  near  Vernal,  Utah. 

Witnesses  said  the  object  lands 
and  takes  off  amid  pulsating  color- 
ed lights.

Argentine  Youth  Group  Hijacks  Plane 


BUENOS  AIRES  (UPIj-Eighte- 
en  members  of  an  ultranationalist 
Argentine  youth  group  hijacked  a 
plane  Wednesday  with  44  persons 
aboard  and  used  it  to  stage  an 
invasion  of  the  British  Falkland 
Islands. 

HEAVILY-ARMED  YOUTH 

The  heavily-armed  youths,  17 
men  and  a woman  identified  as 
well-known  theatrical  writer  Maria 
Cristiana  Verrier,  27,  forced  an 
Aerolineas  Argentina  pilot  to  fly 
his  DC4  into  the  airport  at  Port 
Stanley,  the  tiny  island  chain’s 
main  city,  to  stage  what  they  said 
would  be  a “symbolic”  takeover. 

But  once  on  the  ground,  the 
group,  members  of  an  organization 
called  “Condor  Commando,”  mov- 
ed into  the  city  and  occupied  the 
British  government  house,  taking 
the  police  chief  captive. 

Military  sources  in  Buenos  Aires 
said  the  British  governor  of  the 
islands  eluded  the  group,  but  sev- 
eral other  island  residents,  includ- 
ing the  police  chief,  were  being 
held. 

In  Buenos  Aires,  the  newspaper 
La  Razon  quoted  an  unidentified 


24-year-old  youth  as  saying  the 
daring  invasion  was  carefully  plot- 
ted by  commandos  directed  by 
Dardo  Manuel  Cabo,  25,  a Buenos 
Aires  youth  previously  active  in 
Peronist  operations. 

The  plane  they  hijacked  was  on 
a flight  from  Buenos  Aires  to  Rio 
Gallegos  with  38  passengers  and  a 
six-man  crew. 

After  landing  at  Port  Stanley, 
the  group  abandoned  the  plane  and 
headed  into  the  city.  The  aircraft 
remained  at  the  airport  late  Wed- 
nesday because  of  its  inability  to 
take  off  on  the  short  runway. 


The  hijacking  and  landing  in  the 
islands,  some  250  miles  east  of  the 
Argentine  coast,  at  first  appeared 
to  be  a drastic  joke  to  embarrass 
Britain’s  Prince  Philip,  who  is 
visiting  Buenos  Aires.  As  the  day 
progressed,  however,  the  situation 
began  to  appear  more  serious. 

Britain  has  governed  the  Falk- 
land Islands  since  1832,  but  Argen- 
tina claims  them  as  the  Malvinas 
Islands.  The  Argentines  claim  pos- 
session of  the  islands  was  trans- 
ferred to  this  country  from  Spain 
when  Argentina  achieved  its  in- 
dependence 150  years  ago.

Colorado  State  University  foot- 
bail  coach  Mike  Lude  will  put  to- 
gether a combination  of  experienc- 
ed lettermen  and  “upstarts”  Fri- 
day in  an  attempt  to  over-throw 
Tom  Hudspeth’s  Cougars  for  the 
third  straight  year.
